BART Is Opening 


The Board of Directors of the 
Bay Area Rapid Transit District 
officially declared Monday, Sept. 
11, as the opening day of passen- 
ger service on the initial leg of 
the BART system. 

Following brief ribbon-cutting 
ceremonies to be held simultane- 
ously at each of the 12 stations 
being opened, public service will 
officially commence at approxi- 
mately 12:00 noon and end at 8:00 
p-m. During the first several 
weeks of operation, the trains 
will operate Monday through 
Friday between 6:00 a.m. and 
8:00 p.m., shutting down over 
the weekends. 

BART directors elected to limit 
first-day ceremonies to simple 
station openings appropriate to 
the period of limited introductory 
service, deferring a major formal 
dedication day until about mid- 
October,
